Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-26 
are allowable over the prior art of record. The prior art of record fails to teach 
transmitting control data in the manner recited in the claims. The closest prior art of 
Crosby et al., USPN 6,850,248 B1, teaches an "edit list" which is substantially 
equivalent to applicant's control data. However, the exchange of the edit between the 
nodes of the in Crosby's system does not flow as recited in applicant's claims.
